Every year at this time, local residents are harassed 
and dunned b y out of-town concerns who use the mails 
to unload all kinds of merchandise. 
Residents of New York State can open unsolicited 
m erchandise and use it at the expense of the sender, 
if they so desire. 
The law in New York State declares 
that anyone receiving anything in the mail that he didn’t 
order m ay consider it a free gift. 
Both the Post Office D epartm ent and the Federal 
Trade Commission advise that an individual receiving 
unordered m erchandise is under no ob ligation either to 
return it or pay for it. 
Dont’ pay for anything you didn’t order. 
The law. 
which will b ack you up. prohib its the forwarding and 
delivery of unordered merchandise. 
The person who 
receives the goods has a complete defense to any action 
b rought for payment. 
His defense is that he didn't 
order the goods.

The Rockefeller 
b raintrust 
is discounting speculation that 
Lindsay

vance his political fortunes b y 
running for governor himself. 
They 
are taking 
their 
cue 
f r o m 
Rockefeller, 
who 
dismissed the idea in a recent 
conv ersation with friends. 
"John 
would

State Board of Regents, govern 
ing body erf education in New 
York State, said today it will 
ask the legislature for almost 
$2.5 billion in the 1970 71 fiscal 
year, a 10 per cent increase over 
ihe planned expenditures in the 
current year. 
Much of the increase would 
be used to restore the cuts made 
by the 1969 legislature in state 
aid to schools. 
Because of the cuts, the Re 
gents said, many school districts 
face a financial crisis. Many ed 
ucational programs have been 
reduced or curtailed. 
The Regents said the fund re 
quest also would help equalize 
educational opportunities, meet 
manpower development 
needs 
and 
enhance educational 
im­ 
provement, research and dem­ 
onstration. 
The request calls for an ex­ 
penditure of $2,499,000,000. This 
is less than the $2,531,000,000 re 
quested last year by the Re­ 
gents 
hut 
more 
than 
the 
$2,222,000,000 actually allocated 
by the legislature. 
The Regents noted that pro 
grams adopted by the 1969 leg 
islature, if carried out, would 
cut school aid in 
1970 71 
by 


$245.7 million from 1969-70 lev­ 
els.

Among other things in the 41 
page proposal, the Regents call 
ed for a $140 increase in the 
state share of the costs of edu­ 
cating each pupil. 
Currently, the state shares in 
costs up to a maximum of $760 
a pupil; the Regents want a 
$900 ceiling. ‘ Without such an 
increase,” 
the 
Regents 
said.
